' DOM PEDRO'S ILLNESS.

The Brazilian Emperor Is Afflicted with Di-

abetes, and Recovery Is Not Possible.
-- . London, June L Telegrams from Milan to-

night confirm what has already been feared.that
Emperor Dom Pedro's illness is & case of incur
able diabetes, and that Brazil's ruler has not
long to live. He appears stronger from time to
time, but this temporary strength is
due to the frequent . injections of
caffeine and the strychnine, which are tbe only
means of alleviating his pain and arresting the
progress of tbe disease. Each repetition of this
method of relieving the patient, however, weak-
ens the effect of tbe drag, and soon even these
will cease to do him any good. It
is impossible for tbe Emperor to continue
long in this manner, for his brain and nerves
are already affected. It is felt that his
death would hasten the crisis which is imminent
in Brazil .owing to the emancipation of the
slaves, and will hasten tbe secession movement
whieh is being agitated in some dissatisfied
parts of the empire, bat wbieh will never be
launched while Dom Pedro is living.

Emperor Frederick at Potsdam.
Berlin, Jane L Emperor Frederick had a

good night He left for Potsdam at 11 o'clock
this morning, on the steam yacht Alexandra.
He was accompanied by the imperial family.
The weather was showery and his Majesty re-

tired to the eabin as soon as he got on board,
and remained there. The yacht was covered with
flowers. Enthusiastic crowds wre sit the dock.
The government ateamer Marie preceded the
Alexandra to clear the way of the many boats
crowded with spectators, who had gathered with
the expectation of seeing tbe Emperor. Tbe
Princess of Saxe-Meimng- en and the
Emperor's other daughters were in
waiting at tbe Glienick landing stage
to receive him. The Emperor ascended tbe
steps without assistance. Accompanied by the
Empress he entered a closed carriage and was
driven through the Nauener Tbor to Castle
Friedericbskron. The pupils of the Sans Soucl
schools lined the road along which the imperial
carriage passed. The Emperor looked very well,
and bowed repeatedly in response to tbe hearty
acclamations with whieh he was greeted.

Co!.H. C. Whitney Beinir the Object of Her
Wrath and . Receiving Probably Fatal In-

juries The Woman ttelieved To Ba Crazy.

Chicago, June L A tremendous sensation
occurred in Judge Jamieson's court shortly after
10 o'clock tbis morning. While the docket waa
being called Mrs. Meckie L. Rawson waa impa-
tiently waiting for the divorce ease of her hus-

band, banker Rawson, to be called. CoL IL C
Whitney, her husband's attorney, was sittier at
a side table writing, when tbe eourt waa sud-

denly startled to hear a pistol-sho- t and aee CoL

Whitney at once disappear under the table. The
shot was followed by four more in rapid succes-

sion, and Mrs. Rawson was seen pursuing Whit-
ney with Mrs. Rawson succeeded
in emptying her revolver at ' Whitney
before she could be captured. Two
of tbe . balls hit the lawyer, one taking
effect below the groin and tbe other in the left
leg. The wound near the right groin will prob-
ably be fataL Judge Jamieson at once ordered
Mrs. Rawson's arrest, and she was immediately
taken to jaiL When the officers arrived at the
jail with their prisoner, Mrs. Rawson had every
appearance of being an insane woman; her eyes
were red and bloodshot, and she complained of
being cold and faint. As soon as the search had
been completed she became more composed.
The jail officers refused to allow reporters to
see her.

It is understood that Mrs. Rawson has been in
a desperate state of mind since the Appellate
Court, yesterday, refused to grant her solicitor's
fees, and said, in passing upon the merits of her
pending divorce suit, tbat tbe testimony was
overwhelmingly against her. It' is also under-
stood that Mrs. Rawson claims that lawyer
Whitney trumped up all the testimony which
went to ehow that she had been guilty of infidel-
ity to her husband.

Stephen W. Rawson. the banker, reached the
eity late yesterday afternoon. His presence was
known to but few. Mr. Rawson heard of his
wife's attempt to kill Mr. Whitney shortly after
it occurred, and hurried to Whitney's house. He
refused to see reporters early in the afternoon,
saying be did ?ot wish to Stave the bedside of
his wounded friend and counseL

- General Stiles, who has been chief counsel for
Mrs. Rawson daring tbe trial of the case, said:
''Mrs. Rawson was here in my office this morn-
ing, with Captain Black and Mr. Payne. We
talked over the matter, and concluded we could
not go on with our motion for alimony this
morning. We tola Mrs. Rawson that there waa
no need of her going over, aud that, in fact, she
wonld probably serve her case better by staying
away. She made no reply, and 1 began to grow
alarmed. I started to go over to court, and
when I found that she was following me, I
turned round and admonished her. She did not
pay any attention to me, and then I raised
mj voioe and again called out to her stop. She
passed me and went on tcward the eourt.
When I reached it I went into the sheriff's office
and told them I wanted a deputy to go up with
me and take care of Mrs. Rawson; ehe was in
such a state o! mind tbat I dared not trust her.
I told the deputy sheriff that accompanied me
that I wot id point ont Mrs. Rawson, and in-

structed him to seize her the moment that she
made any move. We had only reached the cor-
ridor when the reports rang out, and 1 guessed
rightly that Mrs. Rawson had been doing some-
thing. The deputy I brought up with me
rushed into court and arrested her."

One peculiar result of to-da- y's affray may
be the total loss by Mrs. Rawson of any possible
chance at a share of her husband's great wealth.
Should she roceive a penitentiary sentence for
tbe assau.t on lawyer Whitney, tbe aged banker
has only to appear in eourt and ahow that his
handsome wife bas beeome a convicted felon.
Mr. Rawson would at once be awarded a deeree
ot absolute divorce.

At a late hour to-nlc- ht the physicians in at-
tendance upon CoL Whitney stated that be was
resting quietly and that" no serious results are
apprehended. The wound is exceedingly pain
ful. and will take some time to heal, but it 'is 1

A RECORD TO BEME &BER.

Th e Kind of a Man Who Is to Be Made Chief- -
Justice.

Bloomlngton (L'l.) Pantagraph.
Tbe record of Mr. Ful'er, who has been nom-

inated by President Cleveland for the high office
of Chief-justic-e of tbe United States may be of
interest to the loyal people of the country. Dur-
ing tbe dark days of tbe rebellion, in the early
part of 1863, tbe Democracy had control of both
branches of the Legislature of Illinois, until it
was prorogued by Governor Yates, on the 10th
of Jane, 1863. Mr. Fuller, of Chicago, was in
tbat famous Legislature as a member of the
House.

Hie record may be found in the House Journal
of Illinois, 1863:

Jan. 5 Melville Fuller, sworn in as a member
of the H use of Representatives. House Jour-
nal, p. 5. tJan. 7 Bill for . "An act to make United
States legal-tend- er treasury notes, and postage
currency receivable for taxes, and for redemp
tion from tax sales;" passed. Yeaa 79; nays, 2.
Mr. F. voted in the negative. Pp. 66, C7.

Jan. 7 Mr. Fuller introduced a bill for
"An act ratifying amendment to the Constitu-
tion of the United States." P. 7L

(It will be remembered that on the 2d of
March, 1861, just before the expiration of
Buchanan's administration, Congress proposed,
as a peace offering, an amendment to the Con-
stitution known as theCcrwln amendment, pro
hibiting Congress from abolishing or inter-
fering with slavery in any State. And it will
also be remembered tbat Lincoln's final Procla-
mation of Emancipation was issued onthe'lst
of January, 1803. Hence the sienificance of lr.
Fullers act and intent on the 7th of January,
1863.1

Feb. 12. Later in the session, Feb. 12, the
committee on federal relations submitted a bill
for "An act ratifying a certain amendment to
the Constitution of tbe United States," and
recommended its casssge. Thereupon Mr.
Lawrence submitted tbe following minority re-
port, and moved to substitute tbe same for tbe
report of the committee: 'The minority of the
committee on federal relations, to whom was
referred a bill for 'An act ratifying an amend-
ment of the Constitution of the United States,'
beg leave to report tbat while no portion of tbe
people of the United States were in actual
armed rebellion against the authority thereof,
we, with the entire people of the loyal North,
were willing to amend the federal Constitution,
as a peace offering, but since this proposition
was scornfully rejected by the people now in re-
bellion, and they have made their appeal to force,
to effect a separationof tbe States of the Union,
we believe the passage of the act referrred to
your committee would be degrading to tbe peo-
ple of the State of Illinois a ' State whieh has
sent 140.000 of her sons to crush tbe rebellion
and would expose us to the contempt of the civi-
lized world." Tne minority committee thereup-
on recommend that tbe enacting clause be
stricken ont. It was decided in the negative.
Mr. Fuller voted against the substitute and for
tbe bilL The bill was passed. Pp. 530,535.

Jan. 8 Mr. Fuller submitted the following
resolution:

Resolved, That we are profoundly convince J of the
truth of the declaration of General Jackson, ia his
farewell address, that "the Constitution cannot be
maintained nor the Union preserved iu opposition to
public feeling, by the mere exertion or eoercire pow.
ers of the government. Tne foundations must be laid
in the affections of tbe people, in the security it gives
to life, liberty and property in every quarter ef the
country, and in the fraternal attachment whieh tbe
citizen of the United States bear to one another, as
members of one political family, materially contrib-
uting to promote the happiness of each other. "P.76.

Jan. 8. William O'Brien offered the follow-
ing resolution:

Resolved. That tbe administration bas broken its
faith, violated its repeated pledges, deceived the peo-
ple, betrayed tbe army, and ha almost succeeded in
making the restoration of tbe Union a hopeless im- -
poftsibility.

Resolved, Tbat tbe proclamations of Abraham Lin-
coln, issued, respectively. Sept. 112, 186A and Jan.
1. 1B63, proDOtingto give freedom to tbe slaves of
tbe Southern States on said 1st dav.of January,
18C3, are alike unconstitutional, eo'ntrarr to -- the
rule aud naagea of civilized warfare, calculated to
bring shame, dif gra--e and eternal infamy upon the
hitherto unsullied flag of the Republic, and that Illi-
nois, ever ready and willing to battle for the Union
end tbe Constitution, will protest against any war
wh eh has for its object the execution or enforcement
of said proclamations.

Ilow Sheridan Turned Defeat Into Splen-

did Victory,
Trom Oslo In the War.

On the night of the IStb of October, while
Sheridan waa approaching Winchester, on hii
return, Early and Longstreet were stealthily
moving ont from Fisher's IltlL So careful and
oinaia were tbeir arrangements fcr silence on
the march that they even too away the can-

teens from .their men, lest tbeir rattle against
the bayonet sheathe or cartridge boxes should be
heard. Wright, as we have seen, was apprshen-air- e

about his right flank. His disposition of
the entire cavalry there showed it, and the ene-

my at! once profited by tbe disclosure. They
xsoved rapidly to the opposite flank. Here tbe
front was scarcely protected at alL Tbe exult-

ant artsy that Lad followed tbe rebels "whirling
up tbe valley was utterly incredulous
as to the possibility of attack.
They slept, fleers and men, tbe deep
slumber of absolute confidence. Pickets were
advanced but a short distance from tbe camp,
ao short a distance that the rebel column crept
around them within 6C0 yards of the main line.
Some pickets did report the sound of marching
in tbe darkness en their front, and General
Croook ordered men into the trenebee; but this
report failed to arouse much apprehension, and
tbey neglected to send out a reeonnoisaance.
Tbe front line was broken here and there by
regiments sent out for picket duty eten these
gaps were unfilled.

The dawn was obscured by foe;. Though this
uddenly came bursting tbe will charging yells

of the rebel Infantry not Early'a often beaten
troops, alor.e, but the flower of the Army of
Northern Virginia, The extremity of Crook's
line, taken tbua by surprise in flank and rear,
was doubled ud In confusion precisely as, a few
weeks before. Crook bad himself doubled up
Early's flank at Fisher's flilL Tbe enemy was
into the trenches before all tbe muskets of the
defenders were loaded; the movement was
quick, orderly, foreeful on the part of. tbe
sailants, hesitating and bewildered on the part
of tbe confused troops thus rod el v awaked from
their dreams of security. In fifteen minutes
the struggle was practically oyer. The rebels,
knowing perfectly tbeir ground, and knowing,
moreover, precisely what tbey wanted to do,
drove forward their charging columna with a
rapidity that, to the surprised army, seemed
amazing. Tbe Nineteenth Corps next gave
way; next, only a little more slowly, the Sixth.
Long before this the tide of runaways had
wept down tbe pike as fsr as Winchester,

twenty miles away. The camps were aban-
doned, twenty-fou- r pieces of artillery were lost,
and tbe whole army waa in fnil retreat on Win
ebester. Nearly five miles down tbe valley it
began to eome together, and General Wright es--
layed the formation of a defensive line. He was
presently interrupted by hia chief, who "here
took the matter in band."

General Sheridan bad arrived at Winchester
tbe night before, on hia way back from the
aultation at Washington, to which be bad been
ordered. In tbe morning artillery firing was
heard, but it was attributed to an intended

and nothing was thought of it
After an early breakfast Sheridan mounted and
trotted quietly through Winchester, southward.
A mile from the town tbe first fueitives from
the lost field were encountered. He' instantly
gave orders to park the retreating trains on
either side of tbe road, directed tbe greater Dart

'of hia escort to follow as best it could, thee,
with only twenty cavalrymen accompanying
"him, he struck out in a swinging gallon for tbe
scene of danger. As he dashed up the pike the
trowds of stragglers crew thicker. He re-
proached none; only, swinging hia can, with a
cheery smile for all, be shouted: "-Fa- the
other way, boys; fsce the other way! We are
going back to our camps! We are going to lick
them out of their boo tar Less elsssie, .doubt-
less, than Napoleon's "My children, we will camp
en the battle-fiel- d as usual;" but tbe wounded
raised tbeir hoarse voices to cheer as he passed,
end the masses of furitives turned and followed
him to the front Aa he rode into the forming
lines, the men quiekened their pace back to the
ranks, and everywhere glad cheers went up.
''Boys, this never should have happened if I
had been here," be exclaimed to one and another
regiment "I tell yon it never should have hap-
pened. And cow we are going back to our
camps. We are going to get a twist on them;
well got tbe tightest twist on them yet that
ever yon saw. Well have all those cam pa' and

t t e en a l a. ieannon oaca again, xnus no roae aiong us
lines, rectified tbe formation, cheered and ani-
mated the soldiers. Presently there grew up
across that pike as compact a body of infantry
end cavalry as that which, a month before, bad
tent the enemy "whirling through Winchester."
His men hsd full fsitb in "the twist" he wsa
going to get" on tbe victorious foe; and bis

presence wss inspiration, hia commands were
tktorv.

While tbe line was thus he was
in momentary expectation of attack. Wright's
Sixth Corps was some distance in the rear. One
staff officer after another was sent after it
Finally Sheridan himself dashed down to harry
it ud; then back to wateh it going into position.
As he thus stood, looking off from the left, he
3aw the enemy's eolumns once more moving up.
Hurried warning was sent to tbe Nineteenth
Corps, on which it was evident the attack would
fall. By this time it was after 3 o'clock.

The Nineteenth Corps, no longer taken by sur--
repulsed the enemy's onset "Thank GodJrise, said Sheridan, zayly. "Now tell Gen.

Emory if they attack him again to go after
tbem and to follow them up. We'll get the
tightest twist on them pretty soon they ever

aw." The men heard and believed him; the de-
moralization of the defeat was gone. But he
still waited. Word had been sent in from the
cavalry of dancer from a heavy body moving on
his flank. He doubled it, and at last determined
to run the risk. At 4 o'clock the orders went:
eat: "The whole line will advance. The Nine-
teenth Corps will move in connection with the
Sixth. The rteht of the Nineteenth will awing
toward tne left"

Tbe enemy lay behind stone fences, and where
these failed breastworks of rails eked out his
line. For e little he held his position firmly.
His left overlapped Sheridan's right and seeing
this advantage be beat it down to renew the at-
tack in flank. At this critical moment Sheridan
ordered a charge of General MoWilliams's bri-gd- e

against tbe angle thus caused in the rebel
line. It forced its war through, and the rebel
flanking party was cut off. Custer's cavalry was
sent swooping down upon it, it broke, and fled
or surrendered, according to the agility of tbe
individuals. Simultaneously tbe whole line
gbarged along the front; tbe rebel line was
crowded baek to tbe creek; the difficulties of the
crossing embarrassed it and as tbe victorious
ranks swept ud it broke in utter confusion.
f Custer charged down in tbe fast gathering
darknesa to the west of the pike, Devins to the
east of it, and on either flank of the fleeing rout
they flung themselves. Nearly all- - tbe rebel
transportation was eaptnred, the camps and ar-
tillery were regained; np to Fisher's Hill the
road was jammed with artillery, caissons and
ambulances; prisoners came streaming back
faatsr than the provost marshal eould provide
for them. It waa the end of Early's army; the

, end of campaigning in the beautiful Valley of
the Shenandoah.
